Appropriation Bill Sets 
Total at $109,000,000

Approved by the Appropriations Committee Tuesday, a $109,000,000 


annual appropriation—$31,92 


22,000 of which is conditioned upon addi- 


tional funds being raised—will be read in the House for the second 


time today. 

The appropriations bill is dl- 
vided into two sections. The first 
continues the present $77,302,538 
budget on which the State has 
been operating for the past year. 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., 
who explained the bill to the com- 
mittee, said this expenditure 
would come within the estimated 
income. 

The second part of the bill pro- 
vides $31,922,000 for carrying out 
the expansion program promised 
by the late Gov.-Elect Eugene Tal- 
madge, his son, Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge, and Acting Gov. M. E. 
Thompson. This features continu-

Old School Buses 
All Too Obvious 


That unidentified School Superintendent who, 
in a story by Bill Boring last week, complained 
about the uncomfortable and unsafe condition of 

many school buses in use in Georgia had valid grounds for the 
complaint. 

No one who has traveled Georgia roads and who has noted the 
condition of some of the vehicles labeled school buses, passed upon 
those roads, will disagree with the criticism voiced. Inevitably, 
among old, ramshackle vehicles such as some school buses are, 
there must be precariously faulty mechanical conditions. Such con- 
ditions—bad tires, faulty brakes, worn steering gear—invite dis- 
aster. We camonly pray that the condition is remedied before we 
wake up some day to read of a tragedy that snuffs out many little 
lives. 

Furthermore, in many places, the money available for drivers’ 
pay is so skimpy only men-.who couldn't find a job elsewhere can 
be hired as drivers. Thus faulty huntan element adds to the hazard 
of faulty mechanical conditions. 


And, even if no tragedy results, the superintendent points out, 
truthfully, that the discomfort of travel in some of these buses is 
so great children cannot be expected to reach school in fit physical 
and emotional state to do good work in their classes. 


The school bus problem is, of course, only 
one tacet of the wider problem of insufficient 
funds for educational purposes. This we are constantly meeting, 
in insufficient teacher salaries, in shortages of books and other 
equipment, in need for new school buildings, etc., etc. 

For many years now there has been steady progress in the con- 
solidation of rural schools. The single room schoolhouse, with ‘one 
teacher instructing all grades, is becoming a rarity. The handsome, 
well-built and large consolidated school has become one of the out- 
standing features of the countryside, instead. 

But to reach such schools it is unavoidable that the school buses 
must carry the children from wide areas to and from their classes. 
It is not unusual for some children to travel 30 miles by school bus, 
each way, daily. Making a round-trip total of 60 miles. 

It is unfair to any child to force it to such a journey except 
under conditions of as nearly 100 percent safety as human qualifica- 
tions permit and in comfort such as will not harm the child physi- 
cally or psychologically. 

Most school bus drivers are careful, responsible men who pro- 
tect their little charges from every hazard as well as they are able. 
Yet there are some who are not as well qualified as they should be 
for the job. 

Most motorists exercise utmost care when nearing or passing a 
school bus. They are too well aware of the precious cargoes car- 
ried by such buses to take any avoidable chance. 

Yet there are motorists who drive 
to disobey the injunction to stop while school buses take 
off their young passenger 

Most school buses are kept 
possible. Too many, though,

should be replaced with new vehicles equipped with every safety 
device. Too many offer only uncomfortable, hard seats, too many 
are frigid places with broken windows unreplaced and gaping cracks 


through which wintry winds blow. 
Inevitably, many of these buses must be 
Must Be Replaced [rcvitably, man; bn 
replaced in the near future. Some day, 
we all hope, funds will permit payment of drivers’ salaries that 
will attract only men of top caliber to the jobs. 

Just as capacity and number of available teachers has been 
reduced because of inadequate pay, so the bus problem is, basically, 
a financial problem. 

More money

must be found for all types of operations of our 


Enactment of the Federal Educational Equalization Bill would 
help greatly. 

Parents of school children, especially those who must use the 
school bus to reach the consolidated school, should be the first to 
insist upon passage of this bill by the Congress. As now written it 
adequately safeguards local control of the schools and there should be 
no factional opposition to so needed a measure. It is for the sake 


of the children. What more important cause can there be?
